KILLED ON THE FIELD OF HONOR 


Dog Shot in Battle Delivers Message 
to Officer, and Dies 

Marquis, the regimental despatch 
dog of the Twenty-third French infan- 
try, has been mentioned in the orders 
of the day having fallen in duty at the 
battle of Sarrebourg, on the Belgian 
frontier. At this action. at became 
necessary for an officer to send a re- 
“ore tnrrediatery wr iis superior, but 
at the time the German fire was too 
intense. to allow a ‘man to cross the 
fire zone, and Marquis was charged 
with the mission. : 

Off he ran across the fire-swept zone 
and arrived nearly at the objective 
point, when a German ball struck him 
in the right side and brought him 
down. He struggled to his feet, 
though losing a great deal of blood, 
and dragged himself up to the position 
where the officer was directing a sec- 
tion of machine guns. He let fall the 
order,. reddened by his blood, and 
breathed his last. . 

His soldier comrades are raising a 
fund for a monument, on which is to 
be inscribed: “Marquis—Killed on the 
Field of Honor.”

New. Zealand is experiencing gsimi- 
lar prospects, and, as supplies of cer- 
ealg cannot be obtained from that do- 
minion, Australia must look to Can- 
ada and the United States for its re- 
quirements. Already applications have 
been received from some of the largest 
grain merchants in Australia in gev- 
era] states for information respecting 
Canadian supplies available and list 
of the principal dealers. 

“Arrangements will be made well in. 
advance by Australian grain mer- 
chants for purchasing cargoes for for 
ward delivery and Canadian export- 
ers may be disposed to give this un- 
expected demand their prompt con- 
sideration.

The Resources of Canada’s Fisheries 
Little Understood by Average 
* Canadians 

Few Canadians appreciate the fact 
that the waters in and around Can- 
ada contain the principal commercial 
food fishes in very great abundance, 
Such fishes as the cod, halibut, mack- 
erel, herring, haddock and sardines 
are taken from Canadian waters in 
immense quantities eyery year, while 
the salmon and lobstér fisheries have 
world wide recognition. 

Owing to the many large indenta- 
tiéns, Canada’s Atlantic coastline mea- 
sures fully 5,000 miles from the strait 
of Belle Isle to the bay of \undy, and 
the Pacific-ocast line is 7,000, miles in 
length. All ‘the: territorial; waters 
along these coasts have abundance of 
food fishes, During the fiscal year 
1912-13 the inshore and deep sea fish- 
eries, produced fish having a market 
valueof $29,315,772, and the product 
of the inland fisheries was valued 
at $4,073,692, making a total of 
Of this amount, British 
Columbia produced $14,455,488, an in- 
dication of the vilue and extent of the 
salmon and halibu‘ fisheri~s of the 
Pacific province. | 

Another almost totally undeveloped 
fishery is that of Hudson strait and 
Hudson bay. The Dominion govern- 
ment has had its fishery officers in 
these waters durirg the past two 
years.

It indi- 
cates that commanders are filling the 
posts of greatest peril in this war. 
They are not sending privates to 
death; they are leading them there,

told that French officers were aban- 
doning their conspicuous, uniforms .o 
escape the fire of sharpshooters, which 
has been trained’ upon them since the 
‘war began.

Demand ‘Grows 


‘Off, Have Long Furnished the 
Supply of Ivory 

“When the and: adden visited 

the Lohdon docks a short time ago, 


out on the floor of one of the great 
warehouses $750,000 worth of ivory— 
an array of fine tusks: which must 
have represented great hunting adven- 
tures in tropical forests. 

Africa is the chief source of the 
world’s supply of ivory, and it is esti- 
‘mated that 70,000 elephants are an- 
ually slaughtered for their tusks. But 
not more than twenty per cent. of this 
ivory is represented in the total im- 
ports to s.urope, 

. Blephants ave been ‘dying off for 
years and years, and it is only since 
ivory came into geaeral use that their, 
tusks have been dig from the soil. 
Some of them have, in the meantime, 
been stored and used by natives in 
Many ways. Even today some native 
chiefs in the interior of Africa possess 
stockades round their palaces com- 
posed of rows of tusks collected when 
they were of little valuo, and they now 
barter these for the luxuries of mod- 
ern life, 

But elephants ‘still abound in the 
German Southwest African- district 
known as Caprivi. This place is in the 
extreme south of Ovampoland, has 
been completely unexplored by Ger- 
mans in order to avoid irritating the 
natives, and yet the district contains 
more elephants than any other in 
Africa. The Portuguese are well ac- 
quainted with the fact, and the ivory 
which they convey thence via Angola 
hag long been a gource of unlimited 
wealth. 

Of course, ivory is produced in smal] 
quantities by th. hippopotamts, nar 
whale and sperm whale, but the com- 
paratively insignficant tusks of the 
former have long ceased to suffice 
even for dentists alone, though no 
other kind of ivory is adaptea for their 
special requirements. Any supply that 
may be extracted from the ocean is 
obviously of too slight and precarious 
a nature to be.relied on, and though 
important remains of mammoth.-tusks 
are from time to time unearthed jn 
Siberia the ivory trade. ootn ancient 
and modern has practically depended 
upon the African elephant. 

Although in recent years the ivory 
imported into London has decreased, 
che falling off has been caused by a 
new market having been created by 
the opening up o: the Congo Free 
State. The ivory coming frcm that 
region is now gold in Antwerp, so that 
when the quantities are put together 
the total imports actually show an ‘n- 
crease. 

The average weight of ivory obtain- 
ed from a single elephant is about fifty 
pounds, but tusks weighing up to 150 
pounds and’180 pounds have been pro- 
cured. Examples have even been 
recorded of. tusk. exceeding 200 
pounds in weight, but these are very 
rare. 

The most expensive tusks are those 
used in. the manufacture of billiard 
balls; they have cost as much as $800 
per hundred weight but the average 
price is probably. nearer $5v0 p Fi a 


dredweight. The average 
the tusks may be ata rown 
$2 to $2.75 a pound. Apart from bil- 
iiard balls, ivory is chiefly used for 
knife and other handles, combs, piano 
d<eys, chessmen and carved ornaments. 

All the tusks are sorted into sizes 
and qualities, and the shavings that 


are left over after the manufacturers |" 


have take’. what they want are made 
up into a thousand gmall articles in 
everyday use. 

Although ivory has been tue subject 
of almost as much artistic perception 
and workmanship as gold itself, it is 
with its purely uttitarian aspectg that 
people are now chiefly concerned. 
Many substances have been applied to 
the purposes for which real ivory is 
admittedly supreme. Celluloid, for in- 
stance, is one of its counterfeits, and 
a@ poor one indeed; but it has been im- 
mensely developec during recent 
years, particularly -in © the - United 
States. A great mizy things that were 
once Made of ivory may, and, as man- 
ufacturers tell us, must, now be made 
of celluloid. 

Then there is what is known «gs 
vegetable ivory, produced fro the nut 
of the tagua plant,'a native of the 
northern regions of South America. 
The kernels of these nuts when ripe 
are exceedingly hard and white and 
bear a remarkable resemblance to real 
ivory. They are extensively used in 
the manufacture of buttons, umbreila 
handles and smal trinkets and mil- 
\ions of them are being imported into 
Great Britain every year. 


SIKH’sS DISC OF DEATH 


Strange Weapon Used by the Indian 
_*  Troops'in War, 

The Sikhs fighting in the war can 
certainly claim to possess the most 
unique form of weapon of any military 
unit inthe campaign. This is a 
hand thrown missile, osed of 
metal gimilar in shape to the discus 
with which we have been made ‘fa- 
miliar in Roman history. Its edge is 
sharpenea, and thrown with a pecul- 
iar circular motion, has extraordinary 
penetrating power. It cuts like a 
knife through paper when it strikes 
any object in its path. Ata distance 
of 100 yards the disc is capable of 
cutting its way through a piece of 
hard wood two inches thick. It ig the 
peculiar twist given to the weapon 
when it is thrown which causes the 
cutting edge to bury itself so re- 
morselessly in anything that it meets. 
It is doubtful’whether any but the 
Sikhs could effectively use this unique 
weapon, They made deadly use of the 
disc of death at the Battle of Dix-|' 
mude, when. 20,000 Germans are gaid 
to have been glaughtered in a brilliant 
Indian charge.

This: is what 
he said in a letter to Sir James Dun- 
lop Smith, who was secretary to Lord 
Minto when the latter was Viceroy 
of India, and who conducted the dur- 
bar tour of King George ahd Queen 
Mary through the India empire.

“Why is In- 
dia fighting the Germans?” and one 
of them showed what sort of man is 
Sir Pertab Singh. Some years ago 
@ young BEnglish lieutenant-had died 
of cholera in his palace. He was the 
son of a friend of the -Prince’s, and 
as the body was about to be placed ‘on 
the gun carriage Sir Pertab went for- 

ward to lift it. i 

He was checked by a couple of 
British officers, who reminded him 
that if he were to touch the dead he 
would, by his religion, lose his caste, 
and perhaps, despite his wealth, never 
be able to buy it back. Ignoring 
their protests .he insisted upon rais- 
ing the body and placing “it. on the 
gun carriage, The crowd gasped in 
horror and amazement, and the next 
morning when Sir Pertab entered his 
hall of justice he found 500 Brahmins 
waiting to reduce him to the rank of 
an outcast. Sir Pertab laughed at 
them. ‘I belong,” he said, ‘“to-a 
higher caste than any of you have 
ever dreamed of, and you can’t take 
it from me—you'’re welcome to all 
the rest. I belong to the same caste 
as the dead son of my friend—the 
caste of a soldier.” Then he turned 
away, and it is not related that the 
Brahmins proceeded with their work 
of depriving him of his caste. Sir 
Pertab is one of the few princes who 
have been permitted to place them- 
selves at the head of their troops, 
but he is only one of many who, when 
the war came, placed all his posses- 
sions at the disposal of his emperor. 

According to another story told by 
Sir James Smith no small share of 
the miracle of loyalty that has been 
wrought in India is due to an inci- 
dent in which King George was the 
chief actor in Calcutta at the time of 
the durbar. A. great. pageant had 
been arranged for the emperor and 
empress, and after it passed the huge 
muyltitudes of people remained looking 
up at the royal stand where the em- 
peror and empress” were’ stationed, 
closely guarded. The people seemed 
to expect something that had not oc- 
curred, and King George instantly 
realized whgt it was.

Great tracts 
of the country enjoy a climate at 
least as good as Canada, while not 
a little of it is comparable to Southern 
Surope in fertility and weather condi- 
tions. , It is the greatest of mistakes 
to regard Russia as 'a bleak, barren, 
icebound land: Only a comparatively 
small part of the czar’s wide domains 
can justly be so described. That the 
people as a whole have lagged behind 
the most progressive nations of Eur- 
ope in the development of their al- 
mgst inexhaustible resources is trua,

How the Indian 
Soldier Fights 


Caught Between ‘Trenches, Passed 
Luxurious Night in Opposite 
Trenches 
The Indian at the front is the sub- 
ject of a bulletin made public by the 
Official Press Bureau. How the Gur- 
in the trenchés is 
related, and the conclusion is reached 
that the experience so far has been 
rather tame to the men from the great 

Indian empire. 

“Nothing sensational has happened 
in the Indian lines,” says the bulletin. 
“There has been trenching, counter 
trenching and a good deal of hand to 
hand fighting, but no Gurkha regiment 
has penetrated behind the German 
lines and blown up a powder maga- 
zine. . 

“The Germans have 1.0t attacked 
the Indian trenches as desperately as 
they have the other oot f the line 
and have be:n repelled without diffi- 
culty. _When the Germans have cap- 
‘tured an Ind trench it Has invari- 
ably been recaptured, usually at night 
with the bayonet. 

“Despite the cold weather the health 
of the Indians is better than that of 
the white soldiers who accompanied 
‘them from Ind’. While feeling the 
hardships of the trenches acutely they

The suc- 
cessive violations of the neutrality of 
Luxemberg and of Belgium and the 
invasion of her own territory were 
necessary before she decided to draw 
the sword to defend her very life.”

There is, however, a good deal of 
évidence that eminent ‘Germans are 
beginning to realize that their coun- 
try has been very badly served by its 
diplomacy. There was some plain talk 
along these lines when it became 
known in Berlin that overtures for 
ah independent peace had been made 
first to France and then to Russia, 
only to meet rebuff from -both direc- 
tions. This order relative to diplo- 
matic agents has given rise to more 
talk of the same sort at Berlin. There 
will be still more, and it ‘will be a 
great deal plainer, when it becomes 
possible for intelligent "Germans to 
speak their minds concerning the 
negotiations that preceded the war. 

If ever a nation has been badly 
served by officials entrusted with di- 
recting its international policies and 
controlling its -diplomatic agencies 
Germany is that nation. The culmina- 
tion of their bungling was the “scrap 
of paper” incident that brought Greut 
Britain into the war. Germans know 
that Bismrack would never have par- 
mitted the natior to be plunged into 
war against such a formidable combi- 
nation of allies, and when the oppor- 
tunity comes they will demand a reck- 
oning with a diplomacy unable to 
measure’ up to the Bismrack  tradi- 
tions. . Z

Antwerp’s Famous Museum 


House Founded by French Printer, 
Whose Work Was [Auch 
; * Prized 

The famous Plantin Museum.in 
Antwerp was unique in its way. 
There was nothing like it in all Eur- 
ope, It consisted of a multitude of 
rooms—each of which contdliied ob- 
jects of art and beauty. 

The Museum derived its name froin 
Plantin, a famous printer and book- 
binder. It was in the middle of the 
sixteenth century, when Antwerp was 
at the height cf its glory, and per- 
haps the proudest and most import- 
ant Commercial city in Europe, that 
this Frenchman established himself 
in the city as a producer of books of 
the best quality and workmarship— 
the most celebrate: of them. being 
the Polyglot Bible of Philip Il, It 
was in éight folio volumes, and it is 
said that forty workmen were em- 
ployed for nearly five years in its 
production. R 

So famous did Plantin become as a 
bookbinder and worker in leacher 
that he was commisisoned by Philip 
Il.’s secretary to make a casket to 
contain some jewellery which the 
secretary wished to send to his sov- 
ereign. . Plantin’ made a beautiful 
leather Lox—a perfect work of art— 
and not caring to trust a workman 
with it, he set out himself carrying 
the precious burden. It was nigut, 
and as the street was very dark, 
Plantin got a'servant to carry a lan- 
tern for him. On his: way to the 
secretary’s home he was set upon by 
a@ number of drunken revellers. The 
servant dropped the lantern and ran 
away in fear. One of the revellers 
struck Plantin with a swofd and re.- 
dered him unconscious. When he 
came to his.senses he managed to 
crawl home, and for several days lay 
at the point of death,

Brave Aviator 
| Defies Death 


Searched Out Position of Hidden Ger- 
man Battery and Directs the 
Shell. Fire 
“I had béen in Soissons,” writes a 
correspondent from the front, “when 
the allies and the Germans were bat- 
tling for possession of the city. It is 
now held by the French, but the Ger- 
mans have mounted their artillery on 
the ridge to the northward of the city, 
and for eight days now they have 
maintained their positions. They al- 
ternately shell the French positions 

and the eity itself.. 

“It was my privilege to witness a 
duel in the air between a French 
aviator in a biplane and German ar- 
tillery posted on the ridge command- 
ing. the city. ‘A more inspiring situa- 
tion has rarely been seen by mortal 
eyes. The aeroplane carried an officer 
to locate the position of the German 
guns, which it was desired to silence. 
I was able to follow his every move- 
men through a pair of powerful field 
glasses. 

“As .I watched the air craft swing 
and turn through the small clouds, I 
saw the aviator was literally playing 
hide and seek with:death. The shel-s 
were burs‘ing near him, but he was 
always on the alert. The biplane 
would suddenly surge almost directly 
upward, t.en describe a giant spiral, 
then drop far down, but would always 
turn in the nick of time to spoil the 
range of the German artillerymen, 
who were serving their guns with re- 
markable precision. :

High French Military Authority Exe 
presses His Opinion on Matter 
The Daily Mail states that a high 
French military authority has giv-n 
| private expression to the following 
views as to the probable duration of

His estimate is based on the beltet™ 
that the Germans will commit ne- 
great tactical error. 

He divided the war into six periods 
—two past, cne present, and three to 
come, 


The first period was the advance- 


through Belgium into France. : 

The second period was the battle» 
of the Marne and the German retreat 
to the Aisne. e . ; 

The third period is that of the fight- 
ing on the Aisne, continuing and de 
veloping into the battle of Calata. 

‘the fourth period will be a German 
retreat and a battle on the Meuse. 

‘The fifth period will be a.further 
retreat and a battle on the Rhine, 

The sixth period will be the maroB 
to Berlin. , 

He assigns a period of five months 
to the battle of the Meuse—the end of 
April, or the beginning of May, 1915. 
‘ The campaign on the Rhine should 
j last nearly twice as long—that is to 
say until February, 1916, 

The final march to Berlin and nego- 
tiations for peace should bring the 
war to an end with the final with- 
drawal of the Allies’ armies of occu- 
pation in 1917. 

This estimate gives a total period of 
rather less than “hree years to the 
war, It is presumed by the same high 
military authority that the Russian 
advance will occupy a similar period 
and that only the steady combined 
pressure of the Allies can bring mat- 
ters to a conclusion within the period 
suggested. He assumes that the Ger- 
man forces will withdraw steadily ang 
that there will be no sudden collapia 
of either front.
